Prof.  A.  V.  W.  Jackson,  LL.  D.,  of  Columbia  University 

"  Persia  and  the  Bible." 

Prof.  Jackson  holds  the  chair  of  the  Indo-Iranian  languages  at  Columbia 
University;  he  has  made,  repeatedly,  extensive  journeys  through  Persia  and  Cen¬ 
tral  A  sia  lor  archaeological  investigation,  and  has  written  several  works  on  Persia. 

The  points  of  contact  between  Persia  and  the  Bible  are  various  and  import¬ 
ant,  and  of  special  interest  to  biblical  students.  The  subject  will  be  illustrated 
by  stereopticon  views. 

MONDAY  EVENING,  FEBRUARY  19 

Prof.  Frank  C.  Porter,  Ph.D.,  D.D.,  of  Yale  University 

"  Fhe'Gospels  and  the  Historical  Christ." 

Prof.  Porter  is  the  Winkley  Professor  of  Biblical  1  heology  at  Y ale  Univers¬ 
ity,  and  has  specialized  in  researches  relating  to  the  1  ime  of  Christ. 

The  origin  and  character  of  the  Gospels  and  their  relation  to  the  historical 
person  of  Christ  are  vital  problems  of  modern  biblical  study;  and  there  are  few 
better  qualified  to  discuss  the  subject  than  Prof.  Porter. 

THURSDAY  EVENING,  MARCH  7 

Dr.  William  Hayes  Ward,  of  New  York  City 

"The  Seal  Cylinders  of  Western  Asia." 

Dr.Waid  is  the  Editor  of  1  he  Independent  and  a  noted  archaeologist;  hev/as 
the  Director  of  the  Wolfe  Expedition  to  Babylonia  in  1 884-5;  he  has  paid  much 
attention  to  the  seal  cylinders  of  Western  A.sia,  making  a  collection  of  more  than 
a  thousand  for  the  Metropoli-an  Museum  and  the  J.  Pierpont  Morgan  library', 
and  has  recently  issued  through  the  Carnegie  Institution,  of  Washington,  an  ex¬ 
tensive  work  on  the  subject. 

These  seal  cylinders  are  pictorial  representations  of  the  earliest  art  and  civil¬ 
ization  of  the  cradle  of  the  human  race;  and  Dr.  Ward  will  illustrate  his  descrip¬ 
tions  with  stereopticon  views. 

FRIDAY  EVENING,  MARCH  22 

Prof.  George  A.  Barton,  Ph.  D.,  of  Bryn  Mawr  College 

"Angels  and  Demons  in  Bible  Teachings." 

Dr.  Barton  is  professor  of  Biblical  Literature  and  Semitic  Languages  at  Bryn 
Mawr  College;  he  was  the  Director  cf  the  American  School  for  Oriental  study 
and  research  in  Palestine  in  1902-3;  and  he  is  the  author  of  a  commentary  on 
the  Book  of  Job  and  ether  works. 

Prof.  Barton  is  an  acknowledged  minister  of  the  Society  of  Friends  (ortho¬ 
dox)  and  pursued  his  graduate  work  in  biblical  literature  and  Semitic  languages 
at  Harvard.  What  a  good  Quaker  and  scientifically-trained  biblical  scholar  has 
to  say  on  "Angels  and  Demons  in  Bible  Teachings"  commends  itself  to  interest.

(2,  Professor  von  Dobschuetz  is  Professor  of  the  New 
Testament  Exegesis  in  the  University  of  Halle,  Ger¬ 
many,  and  is  this  year  Exchange  Professor  at  Harvard 
University.  He  has  written  extensively  on  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  New  Testament  study  and  two  of  his  books 
have  appeared  in  English:  “The  Eschatology  of 
the  Gospels”  and  “Christian  Life  in  the  Primitive 
Church.  ” 

(H,  His  subject  is  the  same  as  that  of  his  Lowell  Lec¬ 
tures  and  he  will  treat  it  in  a  critical  and  original  way; 
and  the  lecture  furnishes  a  rare  opportunity  to  hear  a 
famous  German  biblical  scholar  on  a  great  theme.

<2.  President  Brown  is  Davenport  Professor  of  the 
Hebrew  and  Cognate  Languages  in  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  New  York  City,  and  President  of  the 
Faculty;  his  edition  of  Gesenius’  Hebrew  Lexicon  is 
practically  a  new  and  monumental  work  of  Old  Testa¬ 
ment  learning. 

(H.  His  subject  deals  with  the  period  that  lies  between 
the  Old  and  the  New  Testament,  the  vital  importance 
of  which  for  the  understanding  of  the  New  Testament 
cannot  be  overestimated;  we  are  assured  of  a  solid  and 
lucid  as  well  as  interesting  lecture.

(2,  His  subject  deals  with  the  moral  and  social  life  of 
the  Early  Christian  Church,  and  is  of  intensest  interest 
and  importance.  President  Falconer  is  an  attractive 
lecturer;  and  it  will  be  found  highly  stimulating  to  hear 
this  subject  discussed  by  a  distinguished  Canadian 
scholar  and  educator.

<2,  Professor  Peritz  made  last  year  a  prolonged  stay  in 
Palestine  and  Syria;  for  four  months  he  was  Resident 
Lecturer  in  the  Newman  Biblical  Institute  at  Jerusalem, 
and  had  occasion  to  study  the  field  in  its  various 
aspects. 

<2,  The  lecture  will  deal  with  the  history  of  the  Holy 
City  from  its  earliest  beginnings  and  also  with  its  present 
day  life;  and  it  will  be  illustrated  with  a  large  number 
of  stereopticon  views,  taken  by  him,  and  illustrating 
the  different  phases  of  the  city’s  history  and  life.
